Gas Tank Trouble 
According to attaches at Union 
Air Terminal, where the race 
started, Mr. Allen was dubious 
about taking off this morning and 
delayed his start for some time 
while he inspected trouble in his 
gas tank. His plane, a tricky, 
speedy ship, was never under com¬ 
plete control after he left the 
ground, witnesses said.

Cecil Allen, former Santa Ana 
washing machine salesman, who 
was killed this morning less than 
four minutes after he had taken 
off in the wake of eight other en¬ 
trants In the Los Angeles-Cleve- 
land Bendix air dash. Allen, the 
last pilot to hop, delayed his take¬ 
off for some time, complaining of 
trouble in his gas tank. Shortly 
after he left Union Air terminal, 
eye witnesses said, he cut off his 
motor and attempted to land in a 
potato patch near North Holly¬ 
wood. His plane rolled over for 
about 100 feet.

FUNERAL ON TUESDAY 

King Leopold Shaken By 
Tragedy, Kneels At 
Loved One's Bier 


England Awaits News 
Of America's Peace 
Security Pact 


Congestion Would Be 
Eased By Proposed 
Scheme, Is Belief 


ADDIS ABABA. Aug. 30. UP)— 
Foreign ministers rushed plans for 
the safety of their legations in the 
event of war with Italy today as 
the Ethiopian government an¬ 
nounced that all railroad transpor¬ 
tation of merchants' goods had 
been stopped in order that the 
army may utilize all rail facilities 
for the movement of soldiers, mu¬ 
nitions, and foodstuffs. 

The British, French and Greek 
legations here were understood to 
have issued assurances that there 
, was no need for panic and to have 
promised to give at least a fort¬ 
night’s warning in the event of 
danger of Italian invasion. 

The legations were believed to 
have acted in an effort to prevent 
their nationals, particularly busi¬ 
nessmen, from leaving precipi¬ 
tately. 

The French authorities added 
that Italy would not begin war 
without notification to Great Brit¬ 
ain and France. 

Although the British, French 
and German ministers have decided 
to evacuate their remaining na¬ 
tionals only in the event of the j 
greatest peril, they pushed ahead ' 
their work for the protection of 
their own legations. 

Bomb-Proof Dugout 

The Germans are constructing a 
bomb-proof dugout on the river j 
near the legation capable of ac-} 
commodating 150 persons. Ger¬ 
man Minister Kirch Holtes is lay-i 
ing in emergency foodstuffs, med’i- I 
cine, beds and other supplies. 

The Germans have 250 nationals 
here and 100 proteges. The French 
have only 20 citizens. The British; 
have 25 in addition to 3000 Hindus, 
Egyptians and other colonials.

Drums .Muffled 

The dead queen Astrid came 
back to the capital to the muffled 
roll of drums and to the sound of 
j bugles playing "Aux Champs" 
the call usually sounded at funer- 
j als. 

Banked with white flowers and 
lighted hy six large candles, the 
.simple coffin was placed in the 
palace chapel, chapelle Ardente. 

The special train that bore the 
body from Switzerland as it drew 
i into the downtown Gare flu Nord 
j station found a city in deep 
: mourning. 

Sorrowing crowds wept openly 
in the streets and behind them 
doors were draped with black 
crepe and shop windows were 
! shuttered. 

A deathlike hush fell over the 
crowd outside the station as the 
queen’s body was lifted from the 
coach in which it made the over¬ 
night journey from Lucerne. 

Sobs From Crowd 
Sobs from the bareheaded crowd 
broke the deep silence as atten¬ 
dants placed the casket in the 
motor hearse outside the somber- \ 
ly-draped station and stepped back I 
to await the start of the drive to I 
the palace. 

Then drums, hung with heavy | 
black velvet, begun the funeral 
roll, and the notes from the ! 
trumpets of a hand of army ) 
buglers rang out strangely and 
sharply in Ihe usually hustling i 
square facing the station. 

King I-eopold left the train at j

moved behind the hearse as the

Body Mangled 

His body, jammed between the 
motor and fuselage, was badly 
mangled and his head was almost 
J severed from his body.

It was in Santa Ana that Mr. 
Allen first started taking flying 
lessons. He started his course at 
the Eddie Martin Airport, later 
transferring to Fullerton, where he 
completed his training. 

Local fliers recall him as one of 
the nerviest end '"ost daredevil 
i pilots to ever fly locally. They 
tell of the time when, after but 
three hours of solo flying to his 
credit, he took off at night from 
the local airport in an old plane 
and flew it to Tuscon, Ariz.. Re¬ 
turning late at night, he landed 
his ship on the local flying field 
without the aid of even a ground 
light. A short time later he had 
his first “crackup” when he came 
in to a landing, leveled his ship 
off at about 50 feet from the 
ground and crashed. 

Came Here in 1926 

On another occasion he foaded a 
washing machine into the front 
cockpit of his old ship and started 
for Salt Lake City, Utah. Arriv¬ 
ing there, he crashed while at¬ 
tempting to land on the flying 
field. 

Mr. Allen came to Santa Ana 
in 1926 and sold washing machines 
while learning to fly. At one time 
he was manager of the Santa Ana 
agency for the Maytag company. 
He resigned in 1931 when he and 
Mr. Moyle started preparations 
for the trans-Pacific flight. 

The two men had planned a non¬ 
stop flight across the ocean, but 
battling storms and fuel shortages, 
they took a month to fly from 
Japan to Tacoma, Wash., after be¬ 
ing forced down on a bleak Aleu¬ 
tian island and the flying to the 
Siberian coast for paint thinner, 
which they used for fuel.

Dr. Boone made this assertion in 
announcing that the annual meet¬ 
ing of the I. N. C. would be held 
tomorrow. Sunday and Labor day, 
at Camp Rock lodge, in Sussex

"Nudism has successfully out¬ 
lived what might be called its age 
of humorous infancy The early 
fears of some who misunderstood 
the movement that he wanted 
people to go about their daily 


tasks unclothed has been entirely 
dissipated in the popular mind. 

“But the reasonableness of dis¬ 
pensing with all garments in cer¬ 
tain sports and recreations and the 
value of sun-bathing for people 
whose bodies are so largely de¬ 
prived of all sunshine are well 
recognized." 

The time has come, continued 
Dr. Boone, when greater public 
tolerance might be expected— 
when certain areas of public 


parks and beaches might be set 
aside for sun-bathing sans cloth¬ 
ing. 

"Such problems as these and 
other social implications of nudism 
will constitute the chief interest 
and discussion of the meeting ses¬ 
sions,” he said. 

The I. N. C.'s immediate object 
is to get at least one nudist group 
established in every state by 
Jan. 1, 1936.

Church Bells Toll 

Church hells tolled throughout 
the city. Hundreds of persons who 
parked the sidewalks, crossed 
themselves and whispered softly- 
worded prayers as the body of the 
queen in a coffin covered with a 
wreath of roses passed along. 

Tiny children clutched moth¬ 
ers' hands watching the mourn¬ 
ful drama. Queen Astrld’s three 
children played gaily in a gar¬ 
den In one of the royal villas, 
unaware that their mother never 
would return to them. 

King Leopold was sad-eyed and 
fatigued from a troubled day and 
a sleepless night. 

Before he left the train accom¬ 
panied by his secretary. Baron 
Capelle, he bandaged his own in¬ 
juries. 

Awaits Dead Queen 
In the palace as he awaited the 
arrival of the cortege he sat with 
bowed head, surrounded by his 
favorite court officials 
The funeral party halted briefly 
outside the palace, then the cof¬ 
fin waa carried up the grand stair¬ 
case to the flower-banked Chapel 
Ardente on the floor which only a 
few days before rang with the 
happy laughter of the 29-year-old 
mother and her three children. 
Thousands crowded outside 
the palace gates, waiting for 
the hoped-for word that they 
soon would be allowed to pay 
their last respects to their be¬ 
loved queen. 

The grief of the huge crowd was 
doubly the greater because the 
chapel where Queen Astrid's body 
was tenderly placed was where 
King Albert, victim of another ac- 
j aident, lay in state less than 18 
months ago. 

Her Favorite Flowers 
Black Hangings covered the 
walls of the tiny chapel and white 
I dahlias and roses, among Queen 
1 Astrld’s favorite flowers, banked 
the coffin right and left. 

For a short time, while some 
| court officials and a few others 
were admitted to the chapel, King 
Leopold waited in another room of 
the palace. Then when the others 
had gone he entered the room 
alone and knelt beside the bier,

Instead of increased taxes this 
year, property owners in rural 
areas will pay less than they did 
last year, and the owner of city 
property will pay slightly more, on 
the county rate, but will have it 
equalized on the rate established 
by the cities.

The reduction in the amount of 
actual cash to be paid out by the 
taxpayer is being obtained through 
the lowered tax rate of 69 cents 
for property inside the cities and 
73 cents on property in rural 
areas.

He is 
interested, however, in how it will 
affect him personally. 

Record For State 

“This year the taxpayers of 
Orange county will enjoy the low¬ 
est county tax rate and the lowest 
county taxes of any county in the 
state and one of the lowest direct 
taxes that they have ever had. 

“The man who receives his tax 
bill this year, if he lives inside the 
City, will find a slight increase 
which he will scarcely notice and 
the man living in rural areas will 
receive an actual decrease in the 
amount paid for county purposes 

“There will be a slight increase 
for the maintenance of Newport 
Harbor and for a flood control 
program which I believe the people 
of Orange county are in accord 
with in a general desire to obtain 
some of the worth-while benefits 
from the vast governmental expen¬ 
ditures for labor in this county.'' 

Mr. Jerome added that, based 
on state board of equalization fig¬ 
ures, establishing the assessed 
valuation of Orange county prop¬ 
erty at 50 per cent of the actual 
value, the taxpayer who owns a 
piece of property actually worth 
$2000 finds it assessed at $1000 
this year.

Where does young Santa Ana go 
, after dark? 

Of the 15.000 young people in 
the community, only 800 of them 
, are being encouraged to spend 
their evenings in Santa Ana, I 
learned from Mrs R. R Russick, 
Santa Ana's policewoman. 

De Molay and Job's Daughters, 
! Junior and Girls' Ebell and "Y" 
parties, each contacts a few hun¬ 
dred young persons, but what of 
the thousands of others? 

“The hundreds on hundreds of 
young people who are out of school, 
who don’t make the school clubs 
and cliques, or who aren’t among 
the sought-after few face a very 
real problem in finding 'good, clean 
fun’ in their leisure hours," the 
policewoman said. 

Remark Overheard 

"The remark I heard from a 
group of young girls recently that, 
If there were a nice clean com¬ 
munity dance in Santa Ana where 
we could go, by twos or threes, 
meet decent young men and, after 
dancing, we girls could go home, 
still together, it would be grand!’ 
reminded me that here is one pos¬ 
sible project for some civic-minded 
organization.” 

Nor is a community recreation 
program without value, for in Ful¬ 
lerton. Anaheim and Orange ju¬ 
venile delinquency has been prac¬ 
tically nil this summer as a result 
of the summer programs financed 
by city appropriations and carried 
on with SERA aid. 

“Must Do Something" 

“Santa Ana's own juvenile de¬ 
linquency problem is not as alarm¬ 
ing as if ours were an industrial 
city, but we have had cases of 
petty thievery and other minor 
misdemeanors which very prob¬ 
ably would not have occurred if 
adequate amusement were provid¬ 
ed the youngsters concerned," Mrs, 
Russick said 

“There's not enough interest in 


the average city yard to keep a 
boy or girl busy," she added. 
"We're going to have an increased 
juvenile problem unless we do 
something for it.’’ 

In line with what other cities 
are doing for their young people, 
I learned that one eastern town 
has a recently-instituted beerless 
beer garden with dancing, and ice 
cream instead of drinks, which 
under sponsorship of civic groups 
is attracting hundreds of young 
people and providing clean recre¬ 
ation. In Alhambra, a geologist 
and a naturalist, college men now 
working with the SERA, map out 
hikes in the mountains for young 
people to enjoy supervised Sunday 
outings. Pasadena has its civic 
dances, attended by hundreds of 
Southland young people in addi¬ 
tion to its own "youngsters ’’ 

If a Santa Ana organization 
would undertake to sponsor and 
to chaperone community dances, 
and if any one of several adequate 
buildings could be used, and if 
SERA or other music within the 
means of such a group were ob¬ 
tained. a weekly or bi-weekly in¬ 
formal dance which local young 
people could attend by paying a 
small sum could be a possibility, I 
I further learned. 1

Robinson's suggestion revived an 
fssue that: has been agitated from 
time to time for 100 years, anti on 
which he once took the other aide 
Has Little Chance 

Many senators forecast that i* 
had little • ii i nee for a loption, 

though there were some who felt 
♦ hat the filibuster by Senator Long 
in the closing hours of the last 
session had changed the senate's 
historic opposition to limitation of 
debate. 

Senator Borah (R., Ida.), took 
the leadership in opposing Rob¬ 
inson’s proposal with a state¬ 
ment holding that "free debate 
has Its evils, hut eontmllcd de¬ 
bate Is intolerable.” 

Declaring that during his 28 
years in the senate he had never 
filibustered, Rorah asserted that 
"controlled dehate in both houses 
would simply he a national dis¬ 
aster.” 

The Idaho veteran said free de¬ 
bate had killed many a "had piece 
of legislation.” citing the filibuster 
by Senator Tydings (D-Md.) Fri¬ 
day night against the .*500,000,000 
flood control bill. Rorah said that 
bill, which Tydings blocked, was 
"sheer pork barrel.” 

Move May Pass 

Senator Norris (R-Neb.) fore¬ 
cast that Robinson's move was 
likely to succeed, hut he contended 
that even under present rules, one- 
man filibusters could always he 
broken as long as a date for ad¬ 
journment was not fixed in ad¬ 
vance He believed that one man 
could be worn down unless the 
time of automatic adjournment 
was i V "lose when the filibuster 
began. 

Proposals for limiling senate de¬ 
bate have been advanced since 
1840. but with one exception, noth¬ 
ing has been done about it. The 
majority of the senate has always 
argued that the chamber was the 
last forum of unlimited debate in 
the world, and should he kept so 
< lay Started It 

Henry Clay was one of the first 
advocates of limited debate. He 
proposed in 1840 to permit use of 
the "previous question” rule by 
which in most parliamentary 
bodies debate is curtailed. He 
failed. 

There were many subsequent at¬ 
tempts hut all failed in 1017 when 
the senate adopted the present clo¬ 
ture rule by which a two-thirds 
vote can limit debate after two 
day’s notice. This was a result of 
the filibuster which blocked action 
on President Wilson’s proposal for 
armed merchant vessels. 

This rule has been rarely used.

He then sought 
to solve the proposition of com¬ 
mercial production, which necessi¬ 
tated revising his entire proceed- 
ure. Nearly a year passed before 
that barrier was surmounted. 

The chemist turned machinist, 
evolving designs for machinery 
new and radical to the industry. 
Recently the machinery roared 
into action and cottonseed flour 
became a reality. 

The product, light tan in color 
and smooth in texture, has been 
approved by the American Medical 
association’s committee on foods.

Under terms of the present act, 
anyone obtaining farm and home 
purchase loans must be California 
enlisted veterans. 

Money is loaned on long-term 
5 per cent contracts to veterans 
who wish to build or purchase 
homes and farms. Value of homes 
is limited to $7,500 and of farms 
to $12,500.

FRANCE "SOAKS 
RICH” BY NEW TAX 

PARIS, Aug. 30. (Ah—Heavier 
taxation of the wealthier French¬ 
men has just been ordered by de¬ 
cree laws in an effort to balance 
the top-heavy budget and save the 
franc from devaluation. 

A 50 per cent surtax has been 
imposed on incomes above 100,000 
francs ($6,600), which is con¬ 
sidered modest wealth in France. 
The tax on dividends from un¬ 
registered (bearer) securities was 
raised from 17 to 24 per cent. 

The boost in the income tax is 
expected to add 300.000,000 francs 
($20,000,000) to that form of reve¬ 
nue. The 7 per cent rise in divi¬ 
dend taxes promises to boost the 
credit balance by 500,000,000

every week on my “California Mel¬ 
odies” because it reaches all levels. 

Radio with its remarkable offering 
has created almost a revolution in 
the status of music in our country. 
A quarter of a century ago music, in 
its higher forms, was heard and en¬ 
joyed by only a small portion of our 
people, the musical elite. Today 
radio is the medium through which 
carefully prepared music of any type 
can be heard by anyone. But what 
has been carefully prepared is not 
always quickly assimilated. 

Fine music is made up of many 
details, nicely balanced. Solid cul¬ 
ture or appreciation is slow in its 
development. It is not surprising 
that radio listeners who have had 
slight opportunity for musical guid¬ 
ance often feel that they fail to get 
the full musical content from great 
orchestras, artists and ensembles. 

I believe, therefore, if the individ¬ 
ual listener will follow the following 
reactions to music he will truly reap 
a greater and finer benefit from 
music: 

1— Use music as a pastime, a 
pleasure. This is a natural condi- 
(ion, for everyone is bom with a love 
for music In some of its forms. Re¬ 
member, that early lack of pleasure 

; in music does not shut ns out forever 
from the enjoying of the art in one 
or more of its phases. 

2— The extending of one's sym¬ 
pathies. One cannot listen to music 
without giving himself to it more or 
less completely and this carries with 
it the necessity of accepting the 
mood or point of view embodied in 
the music. 

3— Listening to music may act as 
an outlet or safety valve for undesir¬ 
able emotional states. 

4— Music is good company, for 
music is not so much a thing to be 
explained and talked about as a 
thing to be exposed to. When we 
put ourselves In contact with good 
music we are submitting ourselves to 
the possibility of “catching- good¬ 
ness. 

5— Listening to music stimulates 
the imagination. Music is available 
not only for the pleasure of the mo¬ 
ment but for that unconscious gen¬ 
eral stimulation of the whole being 
which Is akin to comfort and feeling 
of sympathy. As we hear music 
over the radio with no actual pres¬ 
ence of the conductor, with no 
coughing or whispering, with none of 
the many distractions of the concert 
hall, then we are in presence of 

’ music in its pure form and our im- 
agltation may rise or faU With the 
strains of the music.

WASHINGTON. Aug .10. i/Fl— 
Legislation setting up a new rail¬ 
road pension system to replace 
that killed by the supreme rourt 
was signed late yesterday by Pres¬ 
ident, Roosevelt. 

He also signed a bill levying 
taxes of 3’ 2 per cent each on rail¬ 
road payrolls and rail workers' in- 
j comes to pay the benefits 

Pensions for retired employes of 
all railroads operating inter-stato 
are provided. 

FJigibillty Rules 

Those eligible for pensions: 

1. Any employe or representa¬ 
tive of employes 65 years of age 
or older. 

2. Any employe or representa- 
| five of employes more than 50 
1 years old with 30 or more years of 

service. 

3. Any employe with 30 or more 
! years service retired because of 
: mental or physical disability. 

Monthly benefits are to be 2 per 
! cent of the firat $50 of the em¬ 
ploye's average monthlv wage, 1*2 
per eent of the next $100, and 1 
per cent of the wage over $150. 
The maximum monthly wage for 
! purposes of computation is $300. 

Provides Commission 

The legislation also provides for 
, appointment of a retirement com¬ 
mission of throe, and a joint con¬ 
gressional rommittee to study the 
whole subject of railroad pensions 

A similar measure enacted last 
year was held unconstitutional In 
an effort to meet objections of the 
court, the new legislation was split 
I into two parts pension and tax— 
and a provision to include all em- 
' ployes who had been retired within 
112 months before enactment was 
removed. 

(Yist. of operation during the first 
year was estimated by the rail¬ 
road unions at 350.000 000. The 
; pension plan does not go Into oper¬ 
ation until next March 1.

JELLY Drop U to U teaspoon 
jelly on each muffin when placed 
in oven.

SOUR MILK MUFFINS In place 
of the sweet milk and the 4 tea¬ 
spoons baking powder in the 
plain muffins, substitute sour 
milk, Vt teaspoon soda and 2 
teaspoons baking powder.

Created Feb 18. 1850. This is 
one of the original 27 counties of 
the state, and derived it* name 
from that wonderful topographical 
formation, now known as the 
Marysville or Sutter Buttes, which 
lie in Sutter county and which 
were named hv Michel La Fram- 
heau of the Hudson Bay Company, 
who visited the northern part of 
California as a voyager and trap¬ 
per in the year 1829.

CITRUS GROWERS STUDY 

A GROLTP of citrus growers in the Anaheim commu¬ 
nity has the right idea. They have organized a study 
club for the purpose of finding out the “why” of their 
marketing problems. Among other things, they hope to 
find answers to the following: 

Can greater market returns to the grower be real¬ 
ized? If not, why? 

Are rail rates high beyond reason, and, if so, what 
can be done about it? 

Are auction practices favorable to the grower? 

Are production and packing house costs too high? 
If so, what can be done about it? 

Are retail practices conducive to the greatest con¬ 
sumption of citrus fruit and is the system fair as it affects 
both grower and retailer? 

Are salaries of marketing agency officials too high 
and can adjustments be made? 

How can the surplus problem be solved” Is the juice 
business a menace to the sale of the fruit itself? 

These are just a few matters the Anaheim growers 
would like to know more about. There are countless other 
details of the business on which they would like to have 
more light. 

The encouraging feature of the group’s program is 
the announcement that the move is not the result of a 
spirit of revolt against existing conditions. The growers, 
like all good business men, want to know their business. 
It is largely a matter of taking stock, of finding a certain 
road to success, if such is possible. Our only sugges¬ 
tion is:

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30 - There

The WPA chief had a group of 
his field agents in to give confi¬ 
dential reports on what was tak¬ 
ing place in their sections.

WATCH ALBERTA 

A LBERTA, a Canadian province bigger than Cali¬ 
fornia and Oregon combined, but with only 600,000 
population, is to try out a social credit scheme. 

Its people have elected the necessary legislators and 
are to put their program into effect soon. The result will 
be interesting to watch. 

Under the social credit scheme there will be no dole. 
Work of some kind or another will be offered everyone. 
Every month, a “dividend” of $25 will be paid each 
worker, though this, the plan’s sponsors say, will require 
no new money. 

Alberta is a farming section, few industries, no large 
cities. There is some coal mining and oil production; 
cattle herds range some parts. 

It is well that certain governmental units experiment 
with new social systems frequently. That is the only way 
to tell whether they will work—or, at least, work better 
than the present method. If they don’t work, compara¬ 
tively few people are hurt and the rest benefit by example. 
If they do work, it will not be long before they spread. 

Nobody understands money and credit, but a lot of 
people think they do. It seems impossible to forecast ac¬ 
curately what will happen if a new system is adopted. 
The only way to find out is to try it.

DY APPOINTING John G. Win-

social security board, Roosevelt 
makes it twice that he has given 
an important new deal job to a 
possible republican candidate 
against him in 1936. 

Once before, he made Winant 
chairman of the textile labor 
board under the NRA. 

Reason for these selections is 
first that Roosevelt and Winant 
are old friends, having known each 
other when one was governor of 
New York and the other governor 
of New Hampshire; second, Win¬ 
ant is an extremely able execu¬ 
tive. 

During his three terms in the 
New Hampshire capital he worked 
until 2 or 3 almost every morn¬ 
ing. Fred Brown, now United 
States senator, but whom Winant 
defeated for the governorship in 
1924, says: 

"He made any other governor, 
past and present, look sick." 

Winant is 46 years old, tall, 
Lincolnesque, republican, the rich¬ 
est man in the state, married to 
a wealthy woman, and founder of 
the Stable Money association. 

In New Hampshire he is called 
a "sucker." Almost anyone with 
a hard-luck story can get money 
out of him. Now, as head of the 
social security board, he will ad¬ 
minister old age pensions and so¬ 
cial insurance in an effort to elim¬ 
inate the human suffering which 
once touched his heart.
